1848 the flood of settlers was percepti- 
bly swollen by the families from Schies- 


Germany which were affected by the 
revolt of the duchies against Denmark.

German colonies were established in 


| southern Brazil between 1848 and 1860, | 


the earliest settlers being greatly aided 
by generous grants of land from the 
| Brazilian government, which allotted 
no less than 174 acres to each ummi-

put without noticeable effect upon the 
movement—which was only checked by

The question cf prohibition in ite 
relation to hotel profits bas been 
given a greacueal of attention in 
Canada and the United States during 
the past year, and it would now ap- 
pear, from the evidence gathered by 
experts, that apart from the tem- 
porary profit loss the earnings of the 
hotels have not seriously been im- 
paired, says The Financial Times of 
Montreal, 

The Financial Times has been en- 
abled to secure some interesting data 
on this important question, which 
we present to our readers. 

The manager of a first-class hotel 
in Winnipeg says, in answer to the 
question, How is prohibition affect- 
ing the hotels?) We naturally lose 
the Hquor receipts, and the profits 
from the sale of liquor, but we are 
trying to adjust ourselves to zueet 
the new conditions, and we are lad 
to say that the volume of business 
is now about equal to what it was 
under the old condition, even in face 
ot the loss of the bar. This is ef- 
fected by an increase in our rates 
and possibly more ‘travel’ coming to 
the City of Winnipeg. together with 
a substantial increase in the amount 
of local business. 

“In my opinion the bar is not es. 
sential in the matter of dividend 
payments,” this Winnipeg manager 
states, “but I certainly believe that 
we should be allowed to dispose of 
liquors, particularly light wines and 
beer, as they do in clubs, either by 
service in the rooms or in the res- 
taurants.

Moreover, the methods of the 
police are doing harm to morals and 
injuring the relations which ought 
to exist between Berlin and the sur- 
rounding country. 

Similar police efforts in South Ger- 
many have caused much bitterness, 
and the Bavarian authorities have 
apparently been forced to admit that 
a certain amount of free trading 
ahould be allowed between the in: 
habitants of towns and the farmers 
and peasants, who, although they 
are compelled to deliver the bulk of 
their products to the food-collecting 
centres, are able to sell part of the 
food which they are permitted to re- 
tain for themselves.

Laxemburg Has Kept tetact Through 
: Many Siruge!. 

The Gratd Duchy of Laxembursx. 
which was overrun by the Germans 
in the first few days of the war, and, 
since then, baa been engulfed in the 
great silence behind the German 
lines, is n curious survival amidst 
the nations of Europe.

France, July 4th.

Received your letter the ether day.

I received a 
sarcel from the Red Cross. Mra. Ash- 
ey, and wrote to thank her. I have 
been in the trenches and escaped death 
by an inch many a time.” A person 
has a very funny feeling. The more | 
you look death in the face the less 
nervous you become. You think 
when the bullets and steel fiy around 


will. There were two killed standing 
right beside me the other night and 
seven wounded, I fell flat on my face 
when | heard it come and the heat of 
the shell burnt any neck. There was 
killed and wounded on both sides of 
me. All the same it's a wonderful life 
and one that will never be forgotten. 
if you were here for a night and a day 
you would see more in that time 
than you would see in a life time 
around home. You would think a 
great thunderstorm was on all the 
time and the star shelis and search- 
lights beats the World's Fair.

was in tea. We have been off on our 
last pass and certainly had a fine time. 
I was right in an air raid but never 
t touched. If 1 am as lucky in 
ce as | was there I'll be all right. 
When it happened I was staying at a 
large building called the London 
bridge V. M. C. A. I was downstairs in 
the basement shining my buttons 
about 10 o'clock Saturday morning.

A bomb struck in the water be | 
side the bridge and another struck 2 
brewery about 50 fect away from me 
and wood, papers and bricks flew all 
around me. tt just mowed that buijd-| 
ingright to the ground. K people were | 
killed and a lot wounded in That one | 
building. I. saw them carry out a 
little boy with his head nearly split in 
two. The rest of the holidays we just 
went to theatres and other places. I 
was through the castle and what they 
call the Bloody lower and saw where 
the King and Queen lived and all_ the 
different armour that Henry VIII 
wore in time of war. [ also saw can- 
nons that were captured years ago by 
different rulers and saw where Queen 
Anne Boleyn, Queen Katherine, Lady 
Jane Grey and several others were be- 
headed, and had my hands on the 
block and axe.

Word has been received at Ottawa 
ot the death in action of a well- 
known French-Canadian journalist, 
Mr. Panl Caron, who, at the out- 
break of war, was a member of the 
staff of Le Devoir, the organ of Henri 
Bourassa. Mr. Caron, although a 
native-born Canadian, when hostili- 
ties were declared sailed directly to 
France and enlisted in Paris with 
the Foreign Legion.

After receiving his 
commission he joined the French 
army, and was one of the few, if not 
the only, native Canadian in the 
ranks of the army of the republic.

employed to solve the for) 

problem and secure en 
tial food supplies for Great Britain 
and the Allied armies and nations. 
There is to be the closest possible 
co-operation between the feod con 
troller’s dee, the Federal and Fre. 
vinclal Governments, and natioral 
and local organisations of a public 
character. 

The basis of organization of the 
food controller's office provides for 
the creation of six departments te 
deal with various phases of the food 
problem. 

There will be «a central 
committee composed of representa- 
tives of the Government, the church- 
es, labor organisations, educational 
departments and institutions, urban 
interests, farmers, rural municipall- 
ties, and men's and women's organ- 
izations. This central body will ad- 
vise the departments through the 
food controller. 

Provincial machinery ie to be 
established through the creation of 
special provincial committees to ad 
vise upon plans prepared by the de. 
partments and approved by the food 
controller. Each provincial commit-

tee will include in ite personnel re. 


presentatives of the Government, of 
the churches, of the schools, of the 
farmers, of labor, of urban and rural 
districts, and of men’s and women’s 
associations. In addition, especial 
committees, representing producers, 
manufacturers, handlers, and con- 
sumers of food products, will be ap- 
pointed to investigate and formulate 
plans for action on individual pro- 
blems dealt with by the departments. 
Action bas already been taken in this 
regard by the creation of the f 
consumption control committee an 
the fish committee.
